Evidently  God  enjoined  the 
keeping  of  this  Sabbath'  upon  the 
antediluvians.  And  doubtless 
through  Noah,  the  “preacher  of 
righteousness,”  this  obligation  was 
oommnuicated  to  the  inhabitants  of 
the  new  world.  Before  the  giving 
of  the  law  by  Moses,  when  God 
sent  the  manna  to  the  Israelites, 
there  loll  e-mh  morning  enough  tor 
their  eating,  and  they  were  forbid- 
den to  gather  more  than  a day’s 
supply.  8ome,  however,  disobey- 
ed, and  that  which  they  gathered 
over,  bred  worms  and  stank. 

But  oo  the  sixth  day  there  fell 
a double  portion,  and  Mosos  bade 
them  gather  two  days’  supply  on 
the  sixth  day.  They  obeyed,  and 


meat  or  in  drink  or  in  gespect  of  a 
holy  day  orj  of  the  new  moon  or  of 
the  Sabbath  days.”  C<>1.  ii.  13  16. 
Here  with  the  “meats  and  drinks,” 
“holy  day”  feasts  and  “new 
moons”  goes  the  old  “Sabbath 
days."  Tlfoy  all  filled  their  mis- 
sion, and  were  fulfilled,  in  Christ, 
and  passed  away. 

But,  as  was  happily  Raid  by  Dr. 
Hawthorn  it)  a very  able  sermon, 
on  this  subjleot  a short  time  ago,— 
“The  old  Sabbath  paased  away, 
with  the  resurrection  oif  Christ,  but 
the  8abbat)h  principle  still  re 
mains." 

“The  first  day  of  tho  week,”  or 
“Lord’s  Day,”  a*  certainly  memo- 
rializes the-  finished  work  of  re 
demption  as  the  old  Sabbath  me- 
morialized the  finished  work  of 
creation.  Josus,  in  his  risen  form, 
was  made  known  to  Ills  disciples 
on  this  day  in  breaking  of  bread. 

There  is  inot  the  slightest  trace  I 
in  the  Scriptures  of  any  dispute 
among  the  early  Christians  about 
keeping  “the  first  day  of  tho  week” 
as  Sabbath  day.  True,  among  the 
Jews,  who  tvere  slow  to  give  up 
the  forms  and  ceremonies  to  which 
they  had  sd  long  been  accustomed, 
they  still  kept  the  seventh  day,  but 
there  is  no  intimation  that  among 
tho  Christian  Jews  there  was  any 
dispute  about  what  day  should  be 
kept.  The  Lord’s  Day  was  the 
great  day.  On  this  day  they  came 
together  td  worship  and  break 
bread,  and  jto  lay  by  their  bfferings
